The Manafirtarri of Japan at tike Dublin
huxnltoltlon.

[Dublin Correspondence of London Daily News, May 19 ]
Tbe unique collection of manufactures, works af art,

and curiosities from Japan, contributed to tha Exhibition
by tbt Kit g of Holland, demanda notice, Independently of
ita intrinsic merits, from tbe circumstanee that it la tbe
first tin.a similar productions have bee u seen In Europe
beyond the walla of tbe Museum at the Hague; and an
aaily notice u well deserved, also, because, with Duteh
punctuality and business-like management, this collection
waa ready for inspection at the opening of the Exhibition
whet all around was eonfution ai d packing ca«ea.
Tbat b anch of manufacture which from the place of

itr origin, has in this country ob ained the name of " Ja
Eanning.ia not so laigely represented aa might have
ren anticipated, but tbe comparatively few specimens

are sufficient to show that tba Birmiegbam manufactur¬
ers have Lot yet attained so high a degree of finish in thia
art as the Japanese It is not that the polish of the var
msh is brighter, but there is a pet fact evenuesfl of surface
that reflect* the light equally asfroma surface of ground
and polished glass, without any of the irregula. it'ea ao

?etierally observeole in English goods of a sim'lar kind,
t wot.Id appear thai the varnish of tbe Japauese must
be of superior quality to that of the English for. judgingfrom a set of tea cup« made of papier mache, tbat ma¬
terial is accustomed to be used in contact with hot water,without much injury to the suiface. and without impart¬ing a dUagreeaNe tas e to the beverage. There ia a spe-
ciuien also of a bowl for holding liquids, made of Htraw
jaiamed. which feel« lighter than papier nM aud
equally atroDg It is evident, indeed, even from 'he small
variety of specimens of 'his branch of manufac'ure in
the collection that tbe .Japanese apply the proems of ja
pauning to many otb'r u>es th-tn we are accuntomtxi to.
An.oiig tbe aanlke accoutrements, for instance, tbe-« is
a higbiy finished japanned shield, entirely black, without
orLamtnt. which projects in 'be centre, in tne approvedform ot ancient shields Whether a ball would glance
from thecurvaturemay be very questionable, but it i-at all
events well adap'ed to ward off auy mi.-sile projccttxl byband.

' The specimer s of silks aed velvets very clearly irtiow
that the Japanese n aker* (jf such fabric* can rival the
Eurr--ean n.ar.u'ar'urer in the qua! ty of the article
however rude may be the machinery they empl >y for the
purpose Some silken cords, of various degrees of thick
ne-a, will slso bear comparison with any tnat can lie
produced by the improve .1 machinery of England. T'ie
wax caLdie., of wbicn tin. o are several sis-cimcns de
se ve notice, from the pec. arity of their shape, and the
nu de of macu'acture. Tbey are made of the hardest
wax and are evidently formed by the process of auecese-
ive dippings, like the wax candles in this couutry, the
unc'enneai of the surface being in like manner sub-*-
quenlj removed by mechanical means. Tbe peculiarity
in their shape eonai-ts in their being conical instead of
cylindrical, the broader end being placed uppermost. To
give additional finish to the exierier, tbe ctndles ara
painted.
The accoutrements of war do not present a trery for¬

midable appea ranee, nor is a figure of a warrior armed
oar a-pie. with a visor over the lower part of bis face
resampling a demoniacal mask calculated to excite mxch
alarm in any but little children. Tbe firearms ere long
and heavy, and are not adapted to be fijed from tbe
ahou'der; the sward* are chart, with daggers attached,
and they are ftclo-ed in clumsy cylindrical sheaths. The
armor of mail with which the model warrior ia clad l*
composed of a woven fabric sufficiently thick to rac>st
an arrow or the thrust of a spear. Tbeie ia aothiog in
this dlaplay of weapons and armor to det.er the Americans
fr m making their inroad into Japan, and tbe only seem
lng y rational cause < I staking it a death penalty to take
any armi from the ialand mast be to prevent exposure of
the defenceless condition «f the people. Tbe martial
music ci naists of dmms at vatious kinds and with 'hen
are placed several Intes and gaitars, curiously shaped, but
tbe e are ne witd instrument*
The articles of lnxury do not exhibit so much refine¬

ment and finished workman-b p as thoae of tae ,'hiaese.
There are seve-al cabinet*, but not one of them is elabo¬
rately decorated, the fans are common, and tbe articles
of a lady's toilet, though they itdicate tbe great varietyof things requisite in the dressing of a Japanese belle,
are ratber coarsely manufactured. One cabinet is ex¬
pressly adapted for amokers. There is a center at the
top te hold fire for lighting tbe pipe, with drawarn uuder-
t eatb 'e con lain the pipes and tobaeoo. The Japanese
J\<mrvr is very choice in h>e tobaeoo. and remarkablydelicate m its use for the specimens ef pipes exhibited
.one go'd, the other silver.will not hold half of a
small thlmblefull of the plant. A parasol ia, per¬
haps. more an articla of necessity than of luxury ia
Japan, and the specimens of them ara certainly not
externally ornamental though tbey deserve notice
from <be materials ef which they are constructed.
